T X THESE days of abundance we 
must provide for the future— 
when winter comes aud frosh vege­ 
tables are limited in variety. Here 
is an old-fashioned pickle which, 
though some work to prepare, is 
worth all the trouble it makes: 
Virginia Mixed Pickle.—Slice half 
a peck af green tomatoes and 13 
medium-sized 
onions. 
Cut 
four 
heads of cabbage as for slaw (that 
is, shred very fine), quarter 25 cu­ 
cumbers 
and 
cut 
into 
two-inch 
pieces, leaving the peel on. 
Add 
one-half peek of small onions. Mix 
with snit and let stand 24 hours, 
drain and squeeze dry as possible 
and cover with vinegar and water. 
Let stand a day or two, drain again 
and mix with one ounce of celery 
seed, one-half ounce of ground cin­ 
namon, one-fourth cupful of white 
popper, one-half pound of white 
mustard seed, one pint of grated 
horseradish, two ounces of turmer­ 
ic. 
Boil six quarts of vinegar and 
pour bolling hot over the pickles. 
Do this three mornings in succes­ 
sion, using the same vinegar each 
time. 
The third morning add one 
pound of sugar to the vinegar, then 
mix one cupful of olive oil with 
one-half cupful of ground mustard 
and add when the pickles are cold. 
Tomato 
Butter.— Take 
seven 
pounds of ripe tomatoes peeled and 
sliced, three pounds of sugar, one 
ounce each of whole cinnamon and 
cloves and one pint of vinegar. Boil 
three hours; during the last of the 
cooking stir to keep from scorching. 
Tills may be kept in unsealed jars. 
Red Pepper Jam.— Take twelve 
large, sweet red peppers, remove 
the seeds and put through the mpat 
chopper, using the medium knife. 
Sprinkle with a tablespoonful of 
salt and let stand three or four 
hours. 
Drain, put Into a kettle and 
add one pint of vinegar and three 
cupfuls of sugar. 
Boil gently until 
of the consistency of jam—about 
an bour. Pour Into sterilized glasses 
and when cold cover with paraffin.

Cover with an upper crust with 
opening for the steam to escape 
and bake in a hot oven until the 
crust Is brown. 
Cranberry and Raisin Pie.—Cut 
one and one-half cupfuls of cran­ 
berries In halves, let the water run 
over them In a colander to wash 
out as many seeds as possible, add 
one cupful of primes cooked, pitted 
and cut into bits, three-fourths of 
a cupful of sugar, and one table­ 
spoonful of flour. Turn into a pas­ 
try-lined pie plate, dot with bits of 
blitter, cover with strips of pastry 
lattice-fashlon and bake for twenty 
minutes in a hot oven. 
Raisin Pie de Luxe.—Line a me­ 
dium-sized pie plate with pastry. 
Cook together one cupful of brown 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of water 
mixed* with three tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, the rind of two lemons 
and one orange, and one and one- 
fourth cupfuls of water and two 
cupfuls of raisins.
